August 16 1944 
Egypt 
Dear Mom and Pop: 
Just got back from my furlough, 
and really did enjoy myself Spent 
about three days go.ng through 
the Holy Land. Th« Red Cross 
sponsored the tours for us. and 
also furnished a guide; so we 
saw* all the more imp« t nt places. 
We entered the old city 
of 
Jerusalem at the Joffa Gate, built 
about 1542 by Suleiman the Mag­ 
nificent. and to the 
:eht of us, 
we saw the Tower of David. This 
was the 
ancient stronghold of 
Jerusalem, 
and 
is 
about 
3.000 
years old. 
After going down David Street, 
a short distance, we came to the 
Wailing Wall, which is a part of 
the Temple area. Of coui «. this 
is where Jews come to wad over 
the fading glory of the Jewish 
nation, and the destruction of 
their Temple. From here, it was 
a short distance to the Temple 
area, and the summit of Mt. Mor­ 
iah. mentioned in Second Chion- 
kdes 3:1. 
The tfinple, known by Christ, 
was built m 19 B C„ by Her d. 
and was later destroyed, but the 
exact spot is still known. A mos­ 
que now covers the spot where 
the church used to be. It covers 
the rock to wiueh the Moham- 
m act ins go t > say \< ; >\s of K. 1 an. 
It wasn’t long until we reached 
the Church of Saint 
Ann. and 
the pool of Betliesda where Christ 
performed one of His mirat les, 
St. John a 2 Two of the bathing 
pools are still there, one that was 
us» d to wash the animals before 
offering as a sacrifice, and the 
one used by the people. 
There are many paintings and 
drawings shown; 
Christ, as He 
healed the sick After going back 
to the American YMCA for lunch, 
we entered the old city by way 
of the Saint Stephens Gat« down 
the via D lorsa. the way of the 
Cross. All of the stations of the 
Cross were painted out on the 
way. We entered the Chapel of 
the Crowning of Thorns, and the 
Chapel 
of 
Flag gelation, 
finally 
reaching the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre, which contains Cal­ 
vary. where Christ was crucified 
and the Tomb of Christ. 
Our jtuide. a very learned man, 
said a prayer as we stood in the 
presence of the Tomb of Christ. 
Although 
the outside 
of 
these 
churches aren’t pretty, th«‘ beauty 
of their interior is beyond descrip- 
ion. 
The next day we visited the 
Darden of Gethsemane and the 
Church of All Nations. I have 
taken some pictures, showing me 
standing 
in 
approximately 
the 
same spot where Christ was when 
he prayed in aeony before the 
betrayal. Also, have an olive leaf 
taken from the tree of Agony in 
the Garden of Gethsemane. While 
standing on the Mount of Olive, 
I could see the Dead Sea, and 
the Jordon Valley. Here is built 
the Chapel of Ascension, and a 
foot bat h that Christ used. All 
churches are allowed to hold ser­ 
vices here once a year. 
In the afternoon of the second 
day, 
I 
visited Bethlehem. The 
greatest thing of interest was the 
Church of Nativity, the oldest 
Christian Church on earth, built 
to include the stable in which 
Christ was bom. 
This was about all the places 
we visited except to look over 
Jerusalem in general. Had four 
letters from you. and will answer 
later, as I ’m tired now.

up, quick freeze, and place in your locker for a nominal charge. 


Our estimated prices for processing beef is .*>« per pound, pork 


is t<\ and chickens at !7< a head. Charges are to he approved by OP A 


regulations, and are made on the dressed weights. 


The quick freezing and wrapping of m eats preparatory to placing 


in cold storage is in accordance with government regulations, and pre­ 


p a r e s your stored meats properly and in the most convenient manner 
for your use.
